Sib: In compliance with law, I respectfully submit my annual 
report for the year ending December 31st, 1873. 

On the 20th day of November last I received the following 
order from the Commander-in-Chief: 

State of Floeida, Executive Office, }■ 
Tallahassee, Fla., November 20, 1 873. f 
Sir : You will, as soon as practicable, complete the organi- 
sation of the volunteer militia. It is desirable that it should lie 
done as soon as possible, in view of threatened trouble on our 
.-osisit. You will also immediately issue instructions to Division 
and Brigade Commanders to inspect and reorganize their com- 
mands, and you will report from time to time the condition of 
the organisation.

I immediately proceeded to carry out the order, but I have 
been unable up to this time to receive reports from ihe different 
commanders on account of the shortness of time given them to 
inspect and complete the reorganization of their commands. 
As soon as their reports are received I will lay them before your 
Kxcellency. 

The following is an inventory of the arms, equipments and 
ammunition owned by the State: 

Two hundred and sixty Springfield rifled muskets, breech- 
loading; 18,000 rounds of metallic ball cartridges; 600 Spring- 
Held rifled muskets ; 200 Enfield rifled muskets, and all neces- 
sary equipments lor the same. 

The amount expended for militia purposes during the year 
is $4,631.43, mostly at Lake City, by orders from your Excel- 
lency, to protect the citizens from violence and outrage, who- 
stood in so great need of yonr protection, as subsequent events 
have shown. 

On the 9th day of December last a meeting was held at Lake 
City for the purpose of taking such steps as would put a stop 
to lawlessness, which still exists in that place. I annex a copy 



of resolutions passed at that meeting, which show conclusively, 
I think, that your action in sending arms for their protection is 
approved by the best citizens of Lake City : 

"In compliance with a call numerously signed by leading 
citizens, both white and colored, a public meeting was held in 
the court-houfle on last Thursday evening, to take into considera- 
tion the state of lawlessness which for some time has prevailed 
in this city, and to take measures for its immediate and final 
suppression. The meeting, in point of numbers, was large and 
representative ; in spirit, earnest and emphatic. 

The following is the report of the proceedings as furnished by 
the Secretary : 

At a large and enthusiastic meeting of the citizens of Lake 
City, without regard to color, held in the City Hall on last 
Thursday evening, for the purpose of ascertaining and express- 
ing the sentiment of the community with regard to the sup- 
pression of crime and lawlessness in our midst. 

On motion, Rev, H. B. McCallum was called to the chair and 
Dr. T. W, Carter chosen Secretary. 

The following gentlemen, by invitation, then addressed the 
meeting : Hon. W. M. Duke, Hon. S. L. Niblaok, Rev. Mr. 
French, W. M. Ives, Jr., Major W. H. I' Anson and Mr. A. Da- 
vidson. 

On motion, the following gentlemen were appointed a com- 
mittee to draft resolutions expressive of the sense of the meet- 
ing : G. M. Cline, W. Ives, Jr.. Rev. Carolina, Major W. H. 
I' Anson, Dr. Huchingson, Edward Williams, Edward Ilenry. 

In order to allow the committee sufficient time to prepare 
suitable resolutions, the meeting then, on motion, adjourned 
until 3 o'clock the following afternoon. 

Friday, 3 o'clock p. m. 

Meeting reassembled in large and influential numbers. The 
minutes of the preceding meeting having been read and ap- 
proved, the report of the Committee on Resolutions was called 
fur, whereupon the following preamble and resolutions were pre- 
sented by the committee : 

Whereas, For a long time past riot and disorder have at 
frequent intervals held temporary sway in our midst, menacing 
with violence not only the lives of good citizens, but the very 
foundation upon which good government is based; that these 
outrages have been perpetrated heretofore almost with impunity 
by lawless individuals in de8ance of authority and in contempt 
of law ; and 

Whebeas, The frequent repetition of such outrages, encour- 
aged through the mistaken forbearance of the community to 
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visit upon the perpetrators the punishment richly merited by 
their offences, has operated seriously to the prejudice ot oar 
interests by largely depreciating the value of our property and 
bringing disgrace upon the otherwise fair fame of our city ; 
and 

Whereas, There is a period when forbearance ceases to be 
a virtue and the further indulgence of crime is to become a 
sharer in the criminality, and believing that time to have now 
arrived, we, therefore, the citizens of Lake City, in public meet- 
ing assembled, as expressive of the sentiment pervading the 
community, do resolve as follows : 

Resolved, 1 st, That it is our fixed determination that peace,. 
order and good government shall prevail and be sustained u> 
our midst. 

Resolved, 2d, That we have all confidence in the ability 
and integrity of our magisterial and executive officers ; and in* 
order to encourage them in the discharge of their several duties,, 
we hereby extend to them our united and hearty support. 

Resolved, 3d, That to Sheriff Hoyte and Marshal Henry we 
desire in an especial manner to express our commendation of 
the fearlessness and alacrity which they have always exhibited 
in the discharge of their oftentimes dangerous duties, and we 
hereby pledge them not only the moral countenance of the 
community, but whatever other assistance may be needful for 
the suppression of any violence that may occur. 

Resolved, 4th, That in obedience to the law of self-preserva- 
tion, the rule of terrorism heretofore too prevalent in our midst 
from this time forth must and shall cease ; that the supremacy 
of the law shall be vindicated, and that for the maintenance of 
this and the preceding resolutions we mutually pledge to each 
other and the constituted authorities our cordial co-operation and 
support. 

On motion, the preamble and resolutions were unanimously 
and enthusiastically adopted. 

On motion of Major I' Anson, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That the colored citizens of Lake City, by their 
uniform good conduct and their readiness at all times exhibited 
not only to obey but to uphold the law, have won for themselves 
the commendation of all good citizens, and by this public recog- 
nition we desire to express our appreciation of their valuable 
services to the community. 

On motion, resolved that the proceedings of this meeting be 
published in the Lake City JVeas. 

On motion, the meeting then adjourned.

To Major- General John Vakcttm, jic^Ktant- General, and Su- 
pervisor of State Irisori, Florida : 

General: In compliance with the requirements of Section 10 
of an act entitled " An Act to Establish and Maintain a State 
Prison," approved January 26, 1871, 1 have the honor to trans- 
rait herewith my report for the year ending December 31, 1873, 
as exhibited by the following documents, hereunto annexed, viz : 
Account current, with six abstracts, showing the amount re- 
ceived from the State Treasury, disbursements and balance due 
the State. 

Balance sheet, with five abstracts, showing the total value of 
property and amount of accounts on band January 1, 1873 ; total 
amount of disbursements on account of 1873 ; total value of prop- 
erty and amount of accounts on band December 3i, 1873 ; money 
received for labor of convicts, and from other sources. 
Statistics, with Tables 1 to 17, inclusive. 

DISCIPLINE. 

This Prison is conducted ou the congregate plan, in the full 
sense of the term, the prisoners not being separated day or night, 
unless when placed in solitary confinement. They occupy one 
common dormitory, eat at one table and work together. As far 
as practicable, strict silence is preserved, no prisoner being al- 
lowed to speak, unless to ask for information in regard to hi* 
work. Section 26 of the act quoted above provides a system of 
credits for good conduct, by which a prisoner can earn a com- 
mutation of his sentence of eight days in each month. This, as 
well as the rules of the prison, is fully explained to each prisoner 
on his reception into the Prison. I have found it of the greatest 
benefit in maintaining good order and attention to duty. It gives 
the prisoner something to look up to, to ho]>e for, and to deter 
him from violating the rules of the Prison. As a very general 
rule they avail themselves of this privilege, and it is safe to 
say that ninety per cent, of them earn all the credits provided 
for in this section. The certainty (not the severity) of punish- 
ment for a violation of the rules, together with the rewards for 
good condnct, are the great preventives to disobedience. 

Owing to the fact that the prisoners have been employed in 
the field and on the railroad, we have had several escapes. On 
one occasion, the prisoners, while being marched home from 
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work, on the railroad, overpowered the guard, and five prisoners 
made their escape, two of whom have since been captured. No 
attempt has ever been made to murder an officer or guard in this 
Prison, and the only case of assault on a guard has been when .-, 
the guard was not vigilant, in order to effect an escape. No of- / 
fleer of this Prison carries arms as a protection to himself. 

EMPLOYMENT OF I'ICI.SONKKS. 

The prisoners have been employed on our farm and on the 
Jacksonville, Pensaoola & Mobile Railroad. We had not suffi- 
cient land cleared, nor sufficient plow team to profit ably emp oy 
all the prisoners.

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REPORT OF PHYSICIAN OF STATE PRISON. 



To M. Maistia', Warden of State Prison of Florida : 

Sib: I have the honor to submit the following as my report 
of the sanitary condition of the convicts in the State Prison 
since ray last report: 

Daily applicants who received attention, six hundred and 
nine (609). 

Excused from work of above, three hundred and ninety-six 
(306). Daily applicants not prescribed for, legion. 

As you will perceive by the above, the daily applicants have 
been larger than at any time since I have been in charge. This 
I have attributed to the change of work- — many new convicts 
{from towns) not acenstomed to labor. in field, and the principal 
places cultivated being in a highly malarious district, as shown 
by the large number of cases of Intermittent Fever, there being 
one hundred and forty-three cases excused from work. The dis- 
eases I have treated this year, of more frequent occurrence, areas 
follows : Rheumatism, Dysentery, Diarrhoea, Intermittent Fever, 
Remittent Fever and Catarrh Fever, with eight cases of Pneu- 
monia. I have to report one death, caused from general dropsy. 
This man, Sam. Yates, when admitted to the Prison, waa also 
admitted to the sick list. He had all the attention that prison 
life affords. There was a large number of sick admitted who, 
apparently, had been neglected before sending them to State 
Prison. The diseases are of such a character that, with but little 
attention, great expense to the State and much suffering to the 
patient would be avoided. Many such cases are now undertreat- 
ment. As is natural, the " chronic list" has its share, the worst of 
which is Scrofula, now under treatment. Intemperance aw 1 early 
indiseretion in by-gone years have many applicants for relief. 

Under the present system, there is no separate apartment for 
the sick, to which I have called attention in two former reports. 
This renders the successful treatment of the diseased not at all 
encouraging, and to those not afflicted the compulsory inhalation 
of impure atmosphere. This can only be remedied by the erec- 
tion of a hospital building, which I again urge, prompted not 
only by the dictates of humanity, but the honor and interest of 
the State. I would again ca!l attention to the necessity of pro- 
viding separate quarters for epidemic diseases that may at any 
time be admitted to the Prison. 

In conclusion, I must state that I am under renewed obliga- 
tions to you and officers for their kindness.
